S t r i k e s Threatened; 
Wife Will Carry On 
Campaign 


IjONDON, May 5. — Tile 
greatest crisis in the history 
of Britain’s turbulent protec­ 
torate over the Indian penin­ 
sula reached its sensational 
climax today with the arrest 
md "indefinite detention” of 
Mahatma Gandhi, the “holy 
man” of India’s Nationalist 
cause. 
nudely awakened from his 
sleep at I o’clock this morn­ 
ing, Gandhi achieved his long- 
sougint martyrdom with in­ 
carceration in the Yerroda 
jail, while threats of nation­ 
wide strikes and the possibil­ 
ity of a general uprising fol­ 
lowed in the wake of his pris­ 
on van. 
An Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Bombay gave vivid details of 
the Mahatma's arrest at his tem ­ 
porary home in Surat, IOO miles 
north of Bombay. After long and 
serious consideration, the Bombay 
government, with the sanction and 
authority of the British crown, de­ 
cided Gandhi's doctrine of passiv­ 
ity had failed to hold In check the 
violence of many of his followers. 
Accordingly, the m agistrate of 
the Surat district was empowered 
i to carry out the arrest. Accompan­ 
ied by a few native guards and two 
British 
soldiers, 
the 
magistrate 
traveled to Gandhi's darkened cot- j 
tag# by motor car. 
The door was open. No servants 
were about. Displaying no weap- 
on*, the m agistrate walked quickly 
across the room to where Gandhi 
lay sleeping on his hard couch. The 
m agistrate flashed the rays of his 
electric hand-lanip on the sleeper's 
face 
Gandhi, 
who 
had 
pleaded 
for 
weeks for the British to arrest him 
aa a necessary ntep for furtherance 
of his cause awoke immediately 
and without a word. With a faint 
smile lighting his thin features, he 
rose, threw a m antle about him aud 
silently accompanied 
the 
magis­ 
trate to the waiting automobile. 
At the doorway, he gripped the 
hand of his wife, his constant com­ 
panion and chief lieutenant in his 
long campaign of civil disobedience 
In a gesture of farewell. He was 
taken to the Surat railway station, 
where a special car was awaiting 
him. 
At Borlvlli, the train stopped 300 
yards away from the station. The 
white-robed figure and his captors 
were seen to descend from the far 
side and enter a heavily-curtained 
automobile. In this they drove to 
Poona, where the leader of history * 
greatest 
subversive 
campaign 
against British rule in India was 
lodged in a cell under the term s 
of a statute formulated In 1827. 
Prison officials *Hid he was in 
excellent health and spirits.
